Smuts, prime minister of the Union 
of South Africa and member of the 
British war cabinet, nearly a year 
ago in London declared that 
the 


end of hostilities in which "three of 
the five great powers in Europe 
will have" disappeared" 
(meaning 
France, Italy and Germany) Rus- 
sia will "be mistress of the conti- 
nent " 
As I see it, the manner in which 
this epochal change is met will-go 
far toward determining whether the 
peace hopes of Dumbarton 
Oaks 
are to be realized. Fortunaetly we 
are encouraged to expect a favor- 
able outcome, in view of the Cordial 
and frank relations between Messrs 
Churchill and Stalin — two of the 
greatest figures of our 
time. 
It 
seems hghly significant that twice 
during yesterday's opening banquet 
Stalin rose to emphasize the ties 
binding Russia to. her western al- 
lies. He praised the war contribu- 
tions of Uncle , Sam and John Bull 
and toasted post-war collaboration. 


Obviously John Bull will find it 


tough to see his badge as gendarme 
of Europe pinned on the broad 
chest of another. Still, 
as . things 


now stand it's one of the inevitable 
developments which, can. be met 
successfully only by the exercise 
of great common sense 
on 
both 
sides.

question is too clear-cut to need de- 
tailed comment here. It's -solid is 
eastern Europe, from Finland on 
the north right down through the 
Balkans.

By refusing to ac- 
cept the 24 hour ultimatum fro un- 
conditional surrender or complete i 
destruction, the German command- 
er had sealed the doom of the city 
and its 1,500 SS troops. 


Gunners loosed the first salvos 


at noon, an hour and 10 minutes 
after the expiration of the ultima- 
tum, 


As a test case, Aachen indicat- 


ed the Nazi leadership will see its 
cities destroyed rather than yield 
today 


While flags appeared over many 


of the uncient buildings of Aachen 
before ulitmatum expires, but they 
apparently were hung by civilians. 
Hundreds of civilians and a hand- 
lul of troops moved under truce 
flags to American lines, but these 
came from outlying portions of the 
city away from the immediate con- 
trol of the enemy garrison.

Oaks 
are to be realized. Fortunaetly we 
are encouraged to expect a favor- 
able outcome, in view of the Cordial 
and frank relations between Messrs 
Churchill and Stalin — two of the 
greatest figures of our 
time. 
It 
seems hghly significant that twice 
during yesterday's opening banquet 
Stalin rose to emphasize the ties 
binding Russia to. her western al- 
lies. He praised the war contribu- 
tions of Uncle , Sam and John Bull 
and toasted post-war collaboration. 


Obviously John Bull will find it 


tough to see his badge as gendarme 
of Europe pinned on the broad 
chest of another. Still, 
as . things 


now stand it's one of the inevitable 
developments which, can. be met 
successfully only by the exercise 
of great common sense 
on

Indeed, ;it also has made 
her mistress of the Middle East and 
has been vital to her position in the 
Far East. 
Well, that's the essence of 
the 
world's biggest political • problem. 
It's solution depends on the ability 
ot the major powers — mainly Brit- 
ain and Russia— to adjust them- 
selves to the inevitable. But that's 
not too big a task if it's attacked 
on a give and take basis.

About 7,000 people are killed, and 
twice lhat number arc 
injured,

traced back to one of four general 
causes: 1. Open flames: 2. Friction;

About 200 farm buildings burn 


every day in the United Slates and 
Canada and some 3,500 people a 
vear perish in these fires. Modern
